When will the American manufacturers, especially, and 


all other American groups now being hurt or liquidated by 
our government join in a people's effort to reduce big and 
corrupt government itself? How much longer will so-called 
"American free enterprise" be dependent for its very life on 
the orders, licenses, consents, the financing, the pricing or 
even the whims and political preferences of a single human 
being in a bureau in Washington? The bureaucrat may be 
in the state department at home, in the army of occupation 
abroad ,or in one of a hundred other government offices. 


* How can the American manufacturer be expected to buy 


wool or aluminum, for example, and pile up stocks of finished 
merchandise in the summertime for winter trade ? Should he 
increase the wages if he knows that by a stroke of a pen, 
one individual in Washington, or Tokio, may absolutely de- 
stroy the markets for his products? For example, the whole 
industry of knitted gloves and mittens, from New York to 
Wisconsin, is threatened and absolutely dependent upon what 
some government officials may do to flood our markets with 
Japanese gloves and mittens, made by workers paid 8c to 14c 
an hour. The average wage of American labor in this indus- 
try is about Sl.OO an hour, or ten times greater than that 
of the Japanese.
